MoOUuNT PROSPECT, March 1.—Gen, Colley 
was shot just before the close of the engage- 
ment while giving the order to cease firing. 
The official list shows tothe present two offi- 
cers killed, one of whom was Gen, Colley; 
four Captains, a Major and three Licutenants 
wounded, and two Captains and four Lieu- 
tenants prisoners; one Colonel, one Major and 
one Lieutenant missing. - 

THE BATTLE OF SPITZKOP. 

LONDON, Mareh 1.—General Roberts will 
have, by the time he arrives at Natal, a force 
of 13,000 men. Detailed accounts received to- 
dav render it certain that the English were 
driven from Spitzkop because they were fair- 
lv beaten. The fight ended in a rout. The 
most moderate estimate places the loss at 300 
killed and wounded. The latter 
lay exposed to a heavy rain 
storm from Sunday afgernoon 
until early Monday morning. <A correspond- 
ent With Gen. Colley’s force at Spitzkop gives 
the following aceount of the engagement: 
Spitzkop ix about 3,000 yards from the Boers” 
position. ‘Two companies were left at the 
hase of the hill. The remainder of the troops 
tolled up the hiil, which is very steep and dif- 
ficult of aseent, on their hands and knees, 
It was impossible to haye carried up even 
mountain guns. Had we had these the result 
might have been different. The whole force 
reached the summit before daylight, and 
about 5 o’elock began firing. The Boers had 
no videttes posted, and were completely sur- 
prised, but promplly returned the fire. Our 
men had little cover, though somewhat better 
than that at Ingogo River. It is estimated 
the number of Boers at the base of the hill 
wis about 2,000. Upto midday their loss was 
certainly heavier than ours. ¢:en. Colley was 
conspicuous for coolness and courage. lle 
kept up constant communication with the 
camp by signal. 

Shortly after noon the Boer tire, Which 
heretofore averaved about fifty shots a min- 
ute, increased to a terrific volley. Our men 
were unable to withstandit.They wavered and 
were ralied,wavered again and ran inageneral 
| The Beers climbed the sum- 
mit of the hill and fellowed them with a ter- 
rible fire as they went down the other side. 
This correspondent Was captured by the 
Boers, who treated him well and gave 
him a pass to return to the’ camp. 
He identified the body of Gen. Colley on the 
neid.

Rates for bills on 
London for several days ruled so as to permit 
gold imports and considerable amounts were 
ordered. ‘To-day, we are told, many of these 
orders have been countermanded, and the 
arrivals ten days hence which are expécted as 
a result of last weeks condition will not ex- 
ceed $2,000,000.

THE VALLEY OF DEATH. 


PORE Aldridge’s Ride With the Six 
Hundred at Balaklaya. 
From the New York Sun. 

A painter who should want a model for a 
Mritish dragoon, having the front, the form, 
the seat of a veteran trooper, Witt clear blue 
eves, a bevurd the color of sunshine, and a 
modesty that blushes when he is spoken fo, 
wiclt do worse than seek George Aldridge, 
at. Charles W. Dieckel.& Co.'s riding academy, 
in West Iifty-sixth street. 

Aldridge happened to enlist in the Kleventh 
Hussars, at Bnighton, the watering-pJxce, In 
Isoz, when he was twenty-three vears old. 
“Two vears later between 9 and LO o’clock on 
an Oetober morning, the hussars were ‘at 
exse” in the shelter of what was called French 
bill inthe Crimea. On the previous day there 
had been signalling allalong the Russian lines, 
nnd the allies knew that something was coing 
tobe done. The Eleventh had been reconoi- 
tering that morning with the Fourth: the 
Kighth, andthe Seventeenth Hussars. ‘bhey 
formed il light brigade, but 
there were 80 many absentees 
on xccount of sickness, that the brigade num- 
bered onlyG80men. The men were stretehing 
theirdegs on the ground, and feeling that 
their part.of the work Wak over for the day. 
Totheir right, between them and the black 
rocks of Balaklava, was Larl Lucan’s amid 
~ Lord Scariet’s heavy artillary. Behind them 
was un approaching body of infantry, but it 
wus vet twelve miles away. It was felt that 
no move would be made until that 
could: be covered with aforeed march. — It 
had been found that the Russians were about

Ile did not give 
the inatter much thought. He saw Capt. No- 
itn salute Lord Cardigan, who compuumded 
the Liciit Brigade. He could not hear what 
Was suid and did not care to hear it. Soon, 
_however, Lord Cardigan bad «along look at 
the guns overthe hill. Then he turned to 
the brigade, and, as if explaining the matter 
toa party of gentleman, said: 

“Men, there are the guns (pointing toward 
the fell battery), and we've got to take 
them.” 

Aldridge saidthe men all felt that some 
mistake must have been made. ‘There was no 
infantry to support them, so fur as they could 
see. But Trumpet Maj. Dan Wall blew the 
order, **Adyvanee: echelon from the centre: 
and the brizade formed and moved forward at 
a Walk up ‘over the hill. The Eleventh and 
ihe Seventeenth formed the tirst line, two 
decp. Lehindthe Eleventh, but extending 
bexoud it, rode the Fighth. while the Fourth 
t1edein the rear ofthe left of the first line, 
While extending bevond it. : 

“tlere goes the last of the Cardigans,” said 
the leader, as he rode over the hill. 

His only brotherbad previously been killed 
in u charge in India. 

Lord Curdigan, six feet bigh, rode a fierv 
horse with a white off heel, He had the kind 
of fuce, Aldridge says, that men love to fol- 
low into battle. Beside him rode the trump- 
et-major: behind him rode his adjutant, while 
in front of the men rode the Captains. 
The men wore scarlet trousers and blue jack- 
ets. Their breasts glittered with ve'low braid 
nnd fine rows of gilt buttons. A slung jacket, 
buckled around their necks, sWayed with its 
dangling sleeves from their left shoulders, 
while from the tops of their tall bearskin bus- 
bys the bright scarlet bags depended to the 
shoulder. 

Aldridge ’s size placed him inthe froat rank, 
‘and os the Light Brigade trotted into the 
plain he saw the Russians at their guns less 
than amile anda half away: while soon the 
heavy cuns from the redoubts further to the 
left begun to blaze. Aldridge saw troops C 
-und tofthe Royal Horse artillery galloping 
up onthe left flank, Their guns were soon 
wnlimbered, and poured a shower of shell and 
eanister into the Russian battery. It was 
partly a cross fire,andit was kept yp until 
the advance of the troopers tinally shut off the 
Russians from theirview. So much aid the 
Light Brigade got in their charge. 

A few men had quitted their saddles when 
the order, “Front; form line!’ was sounded. 
This drew. the. entire body out into one line 
two horsemen deep. The batterv ‘was now 
‘feeling their ranks with broken shell and 
ennister. The “heavy guns were throwing 
shell from@the redoubts, and Sugarloif hill 
was thundering inthe distance. *‘Canter!” 
“Was the next order, and then the bugle 
‘sounded, *Charge; open order!’ The heavy 
linc drew out fromthe center to give space 
for each man to use his sabre... This was at 
six hundred vards. The suns of the batterv 
could be loaded and tired now without aim, 
and the Russians, screened by their foes from 
the fire of the Roval Horse artillery, made 
good use of theirtime., Thev stood to their

He has a four-clasp medal, on the 
clasps of which are the words: ” ** Alma,” 
“Inkerman,’’ “Balaklava,” and “Sebastopol.” 
He also has a Turkish imedal given by the 
Sultan.

There-are a couple of pages in regard to the 
wrangles of the “Imperial Parliament,” the 
wrangics consisting, In the main, of self-lau- 
dations as to the heneficence and. freedom of 
British institutions, and the devising of ways

The Founders of the TwoSt. Louis Fam- 
ilies in Delaware. 

Under the title. **Old Time Life in a Quak- 
er Yown,’* Harper’s Monthtv furnishes an in- 
teresting gecount of the early settlement 
around Wilmington, Delaware. The follow- 
ing is an extract which leads to loeal refer- 
ence: 

“Puringi the revolution in France mumbers 
of the emigres. settled in and around Wil- 
mington, forming a society entirely of them- 
selves, Visiting among each other, dining with 
exch other. and associating but little with the 
community in the midst of which 
they had established themselves. Whether 
there Was something that suited them in the 
hilly sireets of the queer old-fashioned town, 
or Whetberit was that the striet conserva- 
tism of the Quaker folks was congenial to 
them, certain itis that there were fw if anv 
such communities of these people outside of 
kngland. Thev kept their manners, customs 
and language intact while they remained in 
this country. Along the mill race banks of 
the Brandywine,* on the Wilmington side, 
they built their bath-houses, and on every 
Monday morning their French servants wash- 
ed the linen on benches in the clear water 
there. Among those’ French 
were the Duponts de Nemours, whose paxr- 
ent, Pierre S:nmuel, now lies buried at Wil-

THE VALLEY OF DEATH. 
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George Aldridge’s Ride With the 
Hundred at Balaklava. 


From the New York Sun. 


A painter who should want a model for a 
British dragoon, having the front, the form, 
the seat of a veteran trooper, witt clear blue 
eves, a bevrd the.color of sunshine, and a 
modesty that blushes when he is spoken to, 
wilt do worse than seek George Aldridge, 
at Charles W. Diekel & Co.’s riding academy, 
in West Fifty-sixth street. 

Aldridge happened to enlist in the Kleventh 
Hussars, at Bmghton, the watering-place, in 
Isoz, when he was twenty-three vears old. 
“Two vears later between 9 and 10 o’clock on 
an OGctober morning, the hussars were “at 
exse’”’ in the shelter of What was called French 
bill inthe Crimea. On the previous day there 
had been signaNing allalong the Russian lines, 
nnd the allies Knew that something was coing 
The Eleventh had been reconoi- 
that morning with the Fourth: the 
ighth, and the Seventeenth Hussars. ‘They 
formed il light brigade, but 
there were 80 many absentecs 
on xccount of siekness, that the brigade num- 
bered onlyG80 men. The men were stretching

‘their legs on the ground, and feeling that 


their part.of the work Was over for the day. 
Totheir right, between them and the black 
rocks of Balaklava, was Larl Lucan’s amd 
Behind them 
was un approaching body of infantry, but it 
wus vet twelve miles away. It was felt that 
no move would be made until that ground 
could: be covered with aforeed march. It 
had been found that the Russians were about 
to move down through a ravine behind Sugar- 
loaf hill, toward Balaklayn harbor, where lav 
the British supplies. Sugarloaf hill bristled 
with Russian guns. Furtherin front the 
Russians had pushed atwelve-gun battery of 
thirty-two pounders. ‘othe left were the 
Russian redoubts eon arange of chalk hills, 
but it wus the twelve-gan field hatterv that 
menaced the roadto Balaklava. French hill. 
behind which lay the Light brigade, was a 
mile anda half from this baitery. Between 
itunad the battery was a plain, across which 


‘ the battery covered the road: 


Aldridge was in troop A, on the rizht of the ! 
Lieventh, which formed the right of the tirst 
line,two horsemen deep. He casually noticed 


~ @apt. Nolan riding down toward them from 


Marl Lucan’s heavy brigade. Ife did not give | 
the matter much thought. Ile saw Capt. No- 
itty salute Lord Cardigan, who comnpiuinded 
the Licht Brigade. He could not hear what 
Was suid and did not care to hear it. Soon, 
however, Lord Cardigan had along look at 
the guns overthe hill. Then he 
the brigade, and, as if explaining the matter 
toa party of gentleman, said: 

“Men, there are the guns (pointing toward 
the field -batterv), and we’ve got to take 
thenm.”’ 

Aldridge saidthe men all felt that some | 
mistake must have been made. ‘There was no 
infantry to support them, so fur as they could 
see. But Trumpet Maj. Dan Wall blew the 
order, *“*Advanee;: echelon from the ceutre:” 
und the brizade formed and moved forward at 
nu Walk up ‘overthe hill. The Eleventh and 
the Seventeenth formed the tirst line, two 
decp. Lehindthe Eleventh, but extending 
hes oud it, rode the Fighth. while the Fourth 
10dein the rear ofthe left of the first line, 
while extending bevond it. ! 

“tere goes the last of the Cardigans,” said 
the leader, as he rode over the hill. 

His only brotherhad previously been killed 
in u charge in India. 

Lord Curdigan, six feet bigh, rode a fiery 
horse with a white off heel, He had the kind 
of face, Aldridge says, that men love to fol- 
low into battle. Beside him rode the trump- 
et-major: behind him rode his adjutant, while 
in front of the men rode the Captains. 
The men wore scarlet trousers and blue jack- 
ets. Their breasts glittered with ve'low braid 
nnd fine rows of gilt buttons. A slung jacket, 
buckled around their necks, sWayed with its 
dangling sleeves from their left shoulders, 
while from the tops of their tall bearskin bus- 
bys the bright scarlet bags depended tothe 
shoulder. - 

Aldridge ’s size placed himin the front rank, 
and os the Light Brigade trotted into the 
plain he saw the Russians at their guns less 
than amile anda half away: while soon the 
heavy cuns from the redoubts further to the 
left begun to. blaze. Aldridge saw troops C 
und T ofthe Royal Horse arfillery galloping 
up onthe left flank. Their guns were soon 
iulimbered, and poured a shower of shell and 
eanister into the Russian battery. It was 
partiy « cross fire,and it was kept yp until 
the advance of the troopers finally shut off the 
Russians from theirview. So much aid the 
Light Brigade got in their charge. 

A few men had quitted their saddles when 
the order, “Front; form line!’? was sounded. 
This drew. the. entire body out into ove line 
two horsemen deep. The batterv was now 
feeling their ranks with broken shell and 
eanister. The ‘heavy guns were throwing 
shell from the redoubts, and Sugarloif hill 
was thundering inthe distance. *‘Canter!”

Many of these were over- 
taken by the long line of horsemen and sa- 
bred. As the brigade galloped through be- 
tween the guns their order was broken, and 
thereafter the only order maintained was 
wWhat:came from previous habits of drill. 
Lord Cardigan was still in front, and that 
showed every inan Where he ought to go. 

The cuns were now silent, but behind them 
were revealed squadrons of Polish and Cos- 
sack cuvalry. 

“Teanscethem now,” said Aldridge, “in 
their dark gray uniforms, standing bolt up- 


right in their stirrups,astride of their stunted | 
-ponies, and grasping their long spears. These 
spears had a sharp steel point on the handle | 


end, This was for service at close qu ters.”

Before 
he left the military service he was made a 
drill sergeant or rough rider. He never drank 
a drop of liquor, and while he Was in the ser 
vice he never was sick @day. As a policeman, 
he captured a wife-murderer, who biew off 
part of Aldridge’s cout tail with the discharge 
of a horse-pistol inthe streets .of Brighton. 
He also saved from drowniog a little son of 
George White, the chief of the Brighton po- 
lice force. He has a four-elusp medal, on the 
elasps of which are the words: ~ ** Alma,” 
“Inkerman,’’ “Balaklava,” and “Sebastopol.” 
Hle also has a Turkish medal given by the 
Sultan. . 

Captain Leroy, now a clergyman at Bond- 
ville, N. Y.,is a surviver of the Balaklava 
charge.

London’s Great Newspapers Compared 
With Our Dailtes. 

¥. B. Wilkie’s London Letter to Chicago Times. 

The so-called newspapers of this city are 
net such in any true sense of the word. I 
ioundon yesterday an old copy of the Chicago 
Times, which had been published after my 
departure from the Garden City, and I guined 
more information as to what had occurred in 
al] parts of the wor!d than I have from steady 
readingeach dav of all the so-called newspa- 
pers published here andat Liverpool. Not 
only is this’ the case with reference tothe 
world at large, but itis especially the case 
with regard to matters in London. {It was 
only When 1 read this old copy of the Times 
that I began to gain anything like a clear idea 
as to What had been taking place in the Eng- 
lish metropolis. If the people of London had 
any desire to be well informed in reference 
even to their own city, thev could reach that 
end much more effectively than now by read- 
the Chicago namesake of their own leading 
journal, 

One who takes any of the London newspa- 
pers—if he be an American—will find that he 
knows rather less after he has finished read- 
ing them than he did before he commenced. 
There are a couple of pages in regard to the 
wrangles of the “Imperial Parliament,’’ the 
wrangics consisting, in the main, of self-lau- 
dations as to the heneficence and freedom of 
British institutions, and the devising of ways 
and means for the crucifixion of Ireland, 
There is something from Greece: afew words 
ulout the Porte; the regular denunciation of 
Russian schemes and Russian duplicity; a 
telegram of a dozen lines announcing another 
‘victory? for the British arms in thesTrans- 
vant: and, as a rule, nota word of allusion to 
the United States. This is substantially all 
there is of the ayeraze London **newspaper.”’ 
Any first-clase American journal. affords 
vastly more information in regard to affairs in 
this country, in regard to the war with the 
Boers, endin respect to continental affairs, 
than any of the English journals. 

One might faney that each publisher was 
under heavy bonds not to mention the United 
States unless it might be under circumstances 
which would have the effect to belittle that 
coubtry. If there be a railway accident it is 
sure to be mentioned, and the amount of men- 
lion Which it receives is wholly proportionate 
tothe smount of negligence that can be uat- 
tuched tothe occurrence. Now and then some 
of the heavy jokers of the profession devote a 
column and a balf—the regular leneth of an 
English editorial-—to some phase of American 
happenings. In all such cases, the article be- 
¢vius With the regular classie statement as to 
something which was done by some Grecian 
philosopher, or mythological character, and 
thence passes to the matter under cousidera- 
tion with all the agility and the grace common 
tothe frolicsome. gambols, of an elephant at 
plav. When we are honored with attentions 
of this kind, the theme always has reference 
to some one of our innumerable failures, 
faults, blunders and. peculiarities, and is so 
worded as to convey the conclusion that what 
is being commented on is something which 
applies to all the people of the “States.” 

From this state of things it follows that the 
average Londoner, who depends for his in- 


f formation of what is ogcurring in America on 


the jocal press, has a vervastounding idea of 
the people over there. They are led to think 
that nothing goes on there except railway 
and-other accidents: and, us a matter of faet, 
I fanev that the only way in which many of 
the imeoss-hbacked provineials of this town 
know ¢hat there are any railways in America is 
from having read of the frightful *faccidents”’

THE GARESCHES AND BAUDUYS. 


The Founders of the TwoSt. Louis Fam- 
ilies in Delaware. 


Under the title. **Old Time Life in a Quak- 
er Town,’’ Harper’s Monthty furnishes an in- 
teresting account of the early settlement 
around Wilmington, Delaware. The follow- 
ing is an extract Which leads to foeal refer- 
ence: 


“During the revolution in France numbers } more desire to serve the pubtie. 


of the emigres settledin and around Wil- 
wington, forming a society entirely of them- 
selves, Visiting among each other, dining with 
each other. and associating bat little with the 
community = in the midst of which 
they had established themselves. Whether 
there Was something that suited them in the 
hilly sireets of the queer old-fashioned town, 
or Whether it Was that the strict conserva- 
tim of the Quaker folks was congenial to 
them, certain itis thatthere were ew if anv 
such communities of these people outside of 
kenegland. They kept their manners, customs 
and language intaet while they remained in 
this country. Atong the mill race banks of 
the Brandywine,? on the Wilmington side, 
hev built their bath-houses, and on every 
Monday morning their French servants wash- 
ed the linen on benches in the clear water 
there. Among those Freneh refugees 
were the Duponts de Nemours, whose par- 
ent, Pierre Samuel, now lies buried at Wil- 
mingcton: Gen. Anne Louis de Toussard, who 
served with Latavette inthe war of the revo- 
lution: L& Marquise de Soureci and her son, 
Doctor Didie, au noted French phy- 
Sclan: M. Garesche and M. Bandy. 
**The lives and habits of these French people 
have been handed down in the chronicles of 
Wilmington to the present time. Gen. de 
Toussard tound his house damp after he had 
settled in it, and so haa canvas stretched on 
frames wna set into the walls. 
Many of the cuests, notably, M. 
bud treen frienas and patrons of the artists 
that flourished inthe times of Louis NVI, 
und aiter dinner, when the wine warmed 
them vencrously, thev would amuse them- 
selves by painting figures, still-life or land- 
scape on the eanvased walls. becom- 
ing it valleiy of extempore 
art.’* Ilarper OCS on to RAY: 
“Few of those French families remained in this 
country permanently. The Duponts still live 
along the Brandywine, where the gunpowder 
works belong to them. M. Garesche, who 
married the daughter of M. Bauduy, also es- 
tablished powder-works near the Christiana, 
but no direct descendant of the family re- 
mains of late vears.”’ 

To this latter assertion exception may be 
tuken, supported by fact. The Garesche and 
Bauuduy families are, by no means extinct in 
the United States, St. Louis to-dav ean fur- 
nish some very healthy specimens of the 
Garesche family in full bloom,-and Dr. Bau- 
duvy is doing” his duty to his country most 
nobly. The Doetor has just smiled 
upon the tenth addition to his family, and the 
Guresche bovs are all married and dojngavell 
inthe same frnitful direction. One of the 
number has still further distinguished him- 
self of late by becoming vide-president of the 
Hornet Company. Altogether there is little 
lear of the Wilmington French settler’s de- 
cendants dying out in this eeuntry.

A TAILOR’S CREDIT. 


MecNichol’s Suit Against the U. S. Mer- 
cantile Ageney. 

The Court of Appeals to-day aftirmed the 
judgment of the Circuit Courtin the case of 
James McNichol vs. United States Mercantil: 
Reporting Agency. The plaintiff is the well- 
known merehant-tailor who broucht suit for 
damages against the ageney, a_ trade-protec- 
tion association, at whose instance a pubiica- 
tion wus made in it cireu- 
lar affecting the credit of the 
plaintiffin business, which he alleged was « 
libel. The Sheriff served the writ upon the 
agent here, und a plea to the jurisdiction was 
raised asto the sufficiency of the process to 
authorize the court to proceed in a suit, the 
object of Which Was to recover 
il general judgment for inoney 
against the defendant corporation. Judge 
Boyle took the opinion of general term upon 
this question, and it was to the effect that the 
process so served did not give the court juris- 
diction to entera general judgment against the 
defendant company and the suit was dismiss- 
ed. Judge Thaver excepted to the opinion 
of the four other Judges. The 
Appellate Court sustains general term, af- 
firming the judgment of the Cireuit Court. 
The court cannot consider the fourth. clause of 
section 5,489 as authorizing asuit in perso- 
num for a general judgment against a foreigu 
corporation, since to do so would bring it inte 
conflict with section 742, which = says 
that foreign éiyporations shall be sued in the 
sqype younner as non-resident individuals.

How the Provisional Committee Wiil 
Call a Convention. 


The Seventy Taking Issue With Col. 
Broadhead on Veracity. 


| A Hard Fight for Supremacy in the Dem- 


ocratic Central Cemmittee. 


The Provisional Central Committee appoint- 
ed at the mass meeting Saturday eyening, at 
Mercantile Library Hall, will meet to-night at 
the HotelHiunt. The tirst thing will be the 
election of officers, and after that campaign 
plans will be discussed. It is expected that 
either Judge Dryden or Silas Bent will be 
elected President and John F. Lee Secretary. 
The plan of the campaign, as under considera- 
tion at present,is a novel one. The proposition 
is to adopt a precinct system. This contem-. 
plates the selection of two representatives 
from each preginct toa ward meeting, and the 
ward meeting will choose five delegates to 
the city convention, and not the last, as usu- 
ally the custom, will be the selection of a new 
Central Committee to conduct the campaign. 
Great care is te be taken in holding the pre- 
cinet meetings, and only those favorable and 
committed to the cause of reform in the 
Democratic party willbe participants. It is ret 
generally known how thorough bas been the 
work of organization ‘done by the Committee 
of Seventy. It extends to every precinct in 
the city, andjthere is a roll of ten thousand 
names pledged tothe movement. When the 
Provisional Committee concludes the proper 
time has come for the primaries, the friends 
of reform will be called together in each pre- 


_cinet and will name their two representa- 


tives to the ward meeting, andthe meeting 
held the day following will choose 
five delevates Lo the convention. 
Each ward will — hive the same 
representation in the econvention, but the 
ward meetings will varv in size according to 
the number of precincts. The plan has sim- 

lv been outlined. It may seem best to the 

rovisional Committee to change it in some 
details. The machinery may seem rather 
complicated, but itis expected that the re- 
formers Will be in the field first with a ticket.

THE ‘SEVENTY. 

The meeting ofthe provisional Committee 
will be held rather late, probably, owing to 
the fact that several of the members belong 
to the Seventy and that body ‘assembles also 
to-night. Since Colonel Broadhead’s card 
was published in the Republican yesterday 
morning, branding as false the statements of 
Silas Bent and Horatio M. Jones in regard to 
what passed between Colonel Knapp’s Ad- 
visory Board and the: Seventy’s Conference 
Committee of Nine, there has been a careful 
inquiry into the matter in dispute. It is 
claimed that the nine members of the confer- 
ence committee have made individual state- 
ments as to What they were given to under- 
stand by the Advisory Board, and that these 
statements sustain what Messrs. Bent, Jones 
and their associates{reported to the Committee 
of Seventy, and what was incorporated in the 
resolutions adopted at Mercantile Library 
Hall Saturday evening.

EXHIBITING CLAIMS. 


A Twenty Thousand-Dollar Claim Upon 
The Blow Estate Reversed. 


The Appellate Court to-day reversed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court, and gave judg- 
ment for the defendant inthe case of La- 
beaume’s executor against Blow’s administra- 
tor.

Some of the notes were sub- 
sequently paid by the administrator, and 
he proposed to wipe out the whole debt to 
stop the interest, but Labeaume refused to 
receive the money until all the notes matured. 
Notbing was said about proving the claim at 
any time within the two years from the date 
of letters. After the published notice of 
tinal settlement uk demand was 

resented in the Probate Court. 

he Probate Court refused to allow the claim, 
but on trial in the Circuit Court there was 
judgment in favor of the excenrix of La- 
beaume for the amount claimed. The Ap- 
pellate Court in this case is of the opinion 
that there was no substantial compliance with 
the statute as to the exhibition of 
the demand, and the Probate Court properly 
rejected the demand. The intention of the 
administration law is that the administrator 
should have plain and unmistakable notice that 
the claim is exhibited with a view to making 
it a charge against the estate. The provision 
is enacted from motives of public licy and 
is one Which cannot be waived by the admin- 
istrator.

DAMAGES FOR TRESPASS. 


Appellate Court Interprets the 
State Law. 

The Court of Appeals passed to-day upon 
the case of Britton A. Hill against Brainerd 
M. Million, affirming the judgment of the 
lower court. This was an action for damages 
for trespass to real property. It is a 
settled law in this State that 
such an action will not lie 
unless there is evidence that at the time of 
the trespass the plaintiff was im possession of 
the land, either actua! or constructive. The 
policy of our law in this respect is the same 
as With regard to the action of forcible entry 
and detainer. It cannot be resorted to for 
trying the right of possession, but. when 
the defendant is iu possession the action of 
ejectment must be resorted to; in which ac- 
tion, by the terms of the statute, if the plain- 
tiff prevail, he shal] recover damages far ail 
Waste and injury. The State Court de- 
cisions Make no distinction between a_ tres- 
pass Which is an injury to the possession 
and a trespass which is an injury tothe free- 
hold. The plaintiff eannot maintain this suit 
since the defendant Was in possession of the 
property and not re at the time of the tres- 
passes complained of. The statute of eject- 
ment affords him an ample remedy for poss- 
ession and for waste.
